Following is a portion of an In- 
teresting address given recently by 
Dr. MacDonald, Mayor of 8t. Cath- 
arines, in connection with the Can- 
cer Campaign. 


When I graduated in medicine 
‘and took up practice the four most 
dreaded diseases were typhoid fov- 
er, diphtheria, tuberculosis and 
cancer. If I did not have at least 
25 to 30 cases of typhoid during 
the summer and fall season І 
thought my practice was slipping 
‘Today result of research, ty- 
phold fever is practically a thing 
‘of the past. In the last nine years 
T have seen but one case. 

Diphtheria is in the same cate- 
когу. Thirty years ago this disease 
was rampant, especially in epid- 
етіс form. Today as a result of re- 
search toxold has been developed 
and this immunizing treatment ha^ 
practically eliminated diphtheria,
